2* By JCS 1373 the Joint Chiefs of Staff directed the Army and Navy Staff 
College to prepare a glossary of oommon terms for Joint us# by the War and Nary 
Departments, This list will cover the whole field of Joint operations and will 
contain many intelligence terms* Because the glossary is intended for military 
Utage only, m any definitions will probably not be acceptable for government— wide 
usage. In order to eliminate in so far as possible the permanent adoption of 
terms by the military services which cannot be used by all agencies of the govern- 
ment, it is believed wise to request JCS to submit the glossary in order that the 
intelligence terms contained therein may be reviewed by the GIG prior to publication. 
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J, It la recommended that the attached enclosure be signed and forwarded 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff*
